Aid. llai'iis did not think it was 
well to consider the separate system 
at all.

When the city was going in 
for a sewerage Bystem, they should 
got the best. 

Aid. McKillican struck out that 
portion of hia resolution referring to 
the .separate syateiii, and thirrosoln- 
tioii was seconded by Aid.

Aid. Harrison suggostod that tho 
mayor also cuniiiiunicato with Mr.

Inlet, or from in any way interfering 
with the navigation of, or idacmg any 
obstruction in thu tidal waters of the 
said creek.

The oon- 
tidoiitial relations that must necessar- 
ily exist between an attorney and his 
client enable tho former, if dishonest, 
to skim so closely on the edge of 
erinio without bringing himself within 
tho roach of criminal jimtico that tho 
grossest wrong may hu done tho client, 
and the dishonesty go unpunished 
from the inadequacy of a civil remedy 
to give compensation. Therefore, 
the Parliament made tlio practitioners 
liable to certain summary piiniah- 
ments by tho court, aucli an diaabili- 
ties, sus[ien8ioii, lu'iiakies, uxpulaioii 
out of the profesaioii with disgrace, 
and others, which cannot be extended 
to those who have not been admitted 
to practice, and these powers were 
given and tho restrictions as to prac- 
tice expressly imposed fur the benefit 
and protection of the [lublic, not for 
any affection for attoniiea. 

Provisions of this character liavo 
been found so essential to the jiublic 
interest that they have ijeen adopted 
in every oountry whore the English 
coiiiinon law ia the aiiurco of order, 
and prevail in every country planted 
by the Engliah race, and since 1867 
have beuu continually renewed, 
varied, altered and extended in Brit- 
ish Columbia as tho local Legislature 
has deemed best for the public inter- 
est (if British Cohimbia. 

From the eailic?!, est alili-jhment of 
L'overiiment 011 the inaiiiland, in 1858, 
and subsequently in \"auuouver Is- 
land, in 1863, legislative enactments 
have been passed defining tho distinob 
conditions on which barristers and at- 
torneys should be admitted and en- 
rolled and allowed lo practice in tho 
Supreme Court uf thu Province, de- 
claring that "none other"8hould prac- 
tice, and giving Lo tiio judges of the 
yupreino Court the powers and au- 
thority usually exeicised in England 
by judges of the Superior Courts over - 
attorneys on tho mil, or in respect of 
other persons practising in such 
courts, and iimking all persons in any 
W!iy acting or practising in contra- 
vention of any pidviaioiia of the act 
guilty of a contempt of court and pun- 
ishable accordingly. 

In 1877, cliap. 130, the Legislature, 
after tlie union of the mainland and 
Vancouver Island, re-enacted, simikr 
conditions as to the admission of bar- 
risters and attorneys, and declared 
that no others should bo allowed to 
praetice in thu 8ii|ireino or Suiierior 
Cimi'ts of the Province, and in 1889 
the Legislature again ro-enaets sim- 
ilar restrictive jirovisions as to the ad- 
mission of barristers and atton eys. 

The only deviation from this uni- 
form system of legislation was in 
1873, when; bwiiig to the paucity of 
regularly admitted barristers, or at- 
torneys in several sections of the 
country, it was enacted that a; y per- 
son should be entitled to appear in 
ary county court, or in the court of 
any atijiendiary magistrate, or justice 
of the peace, as the attorney or advo- 
cate of any party to any proceedings 
in such court notwiths'iindlng such 
person shall not have linen duly ad- 
mitted as an attornuy or barrister by 
the supremo or any other court of 
British Columbia, at the same time 
applying to such persona the rules 
and regulations as to character and 
conduct made by the judges ot the 
supreme court, and giving to the 
county court judge, or stipendiary 
ni.igistrato, or justice, the same jiuwer 
aiul control over such uiiprofusaioiial 
[leiaon practising in his court, as he 
would have overa duly (jualilied prac- 
titiunei practising in his court. 

Nothing in the preceding .legisla- 
tion or observations, it must be ob- 
served, in any way operates or is in- 
tended to ojiorate to prevent any per- 
son appearing in his own case in any 
court of tho province, and advocating 
hia own case so long as hu conducts 
himsulf with order and decorum, but 
if he does not choose to net for him- 
self, he must, when his case is in the 
supreme or superior courts of tho pro- 
vince, select some jierson to conduct 
his case whom tho iugislature of Brit- 
ish Columbia has authorized on cer- 
tain terms and conditious to practice 
in thono courts. 

But it is claimed f.n behalf of Mr. 
.loliiison that the Land Registry Act 
makes an exception and that Kectinim 
37, and 38, No. 143, Revised 
.Statutes of 1871, re-eiiact>id by tho • 
Consolidated Statutes of 1888, viz., 
sections 67, 68 aud 69, together with 
sections 13 and 42, anthurizoany duly 
aiithiiri/.ed agent of thu applicant to 
make thu application applied for in 
the present case. All tlieso sections, 
however general their terms, must bo 
construed as subject to tho particular 
provisions of the law regulating the 
.idniinistration'of justice and the sev- 
eral judicial tribunals of the province. 

Certain courts aro open l-o persons 
not eailud t . . t be li.O' .is aliove apucilied.

Tho county courts, 
courts of Btipondiary magis- 
trates and justices of the peace 
have no power to issue prerogative 
writs or orders such as ()ia)ii/(i;ni;s, 
elc, liucau.su being conferred not by 
Mljvtute such power is inheront aloiio 
in tho Siiprenie Court, huiice the ap- 
plication must be made tfi the .Supremo 
Court, and thu practice In the. Su- 
preme Court is governed by special 
local Stat utes which crmfei' no such 
privilege on agents not niomburs of 
the bar, 

Mr. .Iiihnaoii not being a inenil;er 
nf the bar cannot be h 'ani in the 
Suiirenie Court.

Presiileiit Uarriaun's Bohring's Sea 
proclaiiiatiuii IS not lo.ikod iiiinii in 
Wu8liin!;tuiiHaii iiieariiugle.ssclucumeiit 
Some ill tho capital of tlio I'nitcd 
States, at any falo, regartl it as an 
assertion of tho right of the Gnveni- 
lueut of the United States to exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction over the whule 
of Behriug'a Sea, and a warning to 
both United States citizens and 
foreigners not to hunt suala in any 
parts of its v/atera. The Wii.shiiigtin 
correspondont of tlie Chicai.;n Tribnit 
takes thi.s view of tlu; document uiid 
conaidor.-! that the \vlioh> of tliat sen 
included in the teiritoiial wators of 
the Republic. Ho contoiida that it 
was part of the territory which tho 
United States purchased from Rusaiu. 
He says : 

"Tho United States treatud vvitli 
liar as such owner and aciiuired all 
the rights lliisaia had. To Russia's 
right to close tho sea England re 
peatudiy .tjave tacit assent. Rusaiu 
and tho" United State.s Uii-ided tile 
between tlioiii, and hoi- Imll Uutiaia 
still cluboa ayaiiisl thu world. Tho 
laws of tho buited States have been 
extended over one-half, and tho 
United States has given notice 
tlirough the Treasury tliut its juris- 
diction oxtonds to the weatern bound- 
ary lino passing throiii^di Belu'ing'a 
Sea, aa li.xed by tlie treat}', llulleck, 
on iiiternatiuii/il hnv, deolarea that 
'national territory consists (jf water 
as well as land,' and tho Coast and 
Geodetic Survey has declared that 
Behring's Sea is riot a part of tlio 
Pacific <.)ceaii, but a distinct body of 
water." 

Wo have a notion I hat botii tlio cor- 
respondent's history and liia law uro 
at fault. Ho seems to hare forgotten, 
if he ever knew, that Hussia's right to 
treat Behring's Sea as territorial -wat- 
ers was questioned by both the United 
States and Great Britain, and that 
neither of those nations, eithot tacitly 
or in tonus, assented to Kuasia'a riyht 
to it. Kvery one knows that "na- 
tional territory" consists of water as 
well as land, the only <iiie3tioii is how 
much of tlio ocean ni sea that WHslies 
its shoi-es can a nation claim as "ter- 
ritory." The law of nations says, not 
more than a marine league from the 
shore, and United States ministers 
contend that on the eastern side of 
this continent the three-mile limit 
must follow the sinuosities of the 
shore. But on the western sido wo 
see thir they claim the whole sea 
though, s tv.-elve linndrecl iiiiles wide. 
What iiLtlioriiy tliecoastand geodetic 
survey had to ilecbtve that Behring's 
Soa is iiwt \i;<.y\ of tlie Pacilic (Jcean, 
wo have yet lo learn. If Nature has 
made them one, as it has, all thu sur- 
veying parties in the world cannot put 
them assunder. But this enthusiast ic 
assertor of American claim* does not 
stop at declaring that the United 
States ijwns the whole of Behring's 
Sea. Be claims for his country nut 
only the sea but all that it contains. 
He siiy.s : 

".Seals are Aiiieiican .-iniiiial.s, born 
on Anieiic-in soil, having their halii- 
tot, year after year, on American 
islands, and untitled to Amuricaii 
protection. " 

This ia a new claim, and coulil be 
niado It jnetext for the t'liited States 
eiot-cisiiig a protectorate over tlie 
■whole of tho Mortli Facitie. Each 
Hoal no doubt carries in Ida inside 
pocket his certificate -of birth, duly 
attested by the Governor of Alaska 
or his ropresentativu. The Britisher 
who inturforea with that Amorican 
born seal i-i the pursuit of hnppinesa, 
no ninttor w-hei-u In- may roam, ex- 
poses liinmelf to tliu veiigeiuice of the 
outraged Republic, liritish Colum- 
bia sealers having seen this e.\ta-aor- 
dinary claim had better take a note of 
it und govern thenisolvca acc()rdint;ly. 
AVe would not be surpriaed to find 
that tins olaiin to protection based on 
nativity extended to wild geese, 
wild ducks, whales and sal- 
mon, as well as stiiils.' There 
is nothing like being logical. 
Jf the United States can claim a right 
to pi-olcct seals becaiiao Mioy are 
American honi, it ciin extoiul i* ^ n'gia 
over nil the ci-eatiiros (hiitliist see 
light on its soil and in its w/iters. 
The claim would l)e dilliciilt Id jirovu. 
Who can tell, for instance, whether 



the halibut which tho British Co- 
lumbian fishorrnau innocently catches 
off the coast of Queen Charlotte 
Islands is of ; American parentage, 
and h»id for its habitat, when it fiirit 
swam, American territory, and is 
therefore entitled to American pro- 
tection. It is nob easy to see to 
what complications this new claim 
would load. But, absurd as it is, it 
is only a few degrees more absurd 
than tho claim of the United States to 
jurisdiction over , that part of the 
Padifio Ocetn which tho Geodetic 
Siinrey has. been pleased to call 
Behring's Sea: 

PETTiqOAT GOVEENUENT. 

Petticoat govemmeiit has been a 
complete success in Oskaloosa, Kansas. 
Last year its citizens, as much for tho 
fun of the thing as anything else, 
elected a city council composed en- 
tirely of ladies. When tho election 
rt'us over and the now council got to 
work, some of tho ratepayers thought 
that they had carried tho joke a little 
too far. The corporation to a woman 
turned out to be zealous reformers. 
The treasury was empty when they 
took office. They inaugurated a 
policy of retrenchment and economy. 
Not a dollar of tho people's taxes was 
wasted anil no one, no matter what 
Ilia position or intluenco, could got a 
soft snap from the council. The 
mayor insisted upon having her mon- 
ey's worth for every cent expended. 
The Lord's Day was not observed in 
Oskaloosa, shops were kept open, 
bars did a rousing trade, butchers sold 
on that day, as did many other trad- 
ers. The council commenced to en- 
force the law, but the city marshall 
was only half-hearted in carrying out 
the orders of the council. Ho com- 
plained that he could not get people 
to obey tho law. The lady mayor 
bounced him forthwith and gave the 
position to a man who could not bo 
trifled with. There was a good deal 
of kicking al hrst, but the law was ad- 
ministered hrmly and impartially, 
and in a short time Sunday was, in 
Oskaloosa, a very different day 
from what it had formoi-ly been; and 
what iimiiy will consider singular, tho 
great majority of the citizens were 
well pleased with tho chimt;e. In 
UakaloosH, as in other towns, the boys 
after nightfall caused n i^.m,.! deal of 
trouble. They congregated ul the 
comers and those who passed them 
heard remarks that were neither re- 
I'lned nor pleasant. They tore down 
signs, stole fruit and played pranks 
that caused nuiet citizens a good deal 
of annoyance. The council, for tho 
boys' own sake as well as for tho gooil 
government of the town, were resolv- 
ed to put an end to this nuisance, 
i'liey issued an ordiiitmce that all boys 
under eighteen years of age who were 
iound ou the streets after eight 
o'clock in tho evening would be ar- 
rested. How young America liked 
this regulation it is not said, but the 
immediate result was that a boy could 
not bo found with a search warrant 
.m tho streets within tho municipality 
after the iirescribed hour. Tho Indies, 
ill short, managed the city's aH'airs so 
well that the citizens this year again 
elected a lady for mayor and ladies 
for aldermen. The oxainplo of Oska- 
loosa, too, was catching, for tho town 
of Cottonwood Falls this year elected 
I corporation composed oiitirely of 
ladies. The mayor's name is Mrs. 
Minnie Morgan. The success of the 
rule of women In Kansas has acted as 
Ii stimulus to the women's rights 
movement in all pai-ts of the United 
.States, and we would not bo surprised 
toseo the ladies of Canada iiiaisting 
upon tliuii light to take part in t!:c 
government of the municipalities of 
the country. That good time is com- 
ing — certain. 



ing to overthrow the republic. It is 
our duty to defend the constitution of 
our country against the intrigues of 
tactions, and to take every moans to 
prot.ect France from tho horrors of 
civil war." The fact that Boulanger 
has not remained in France to meet 
these charges warrants the conclusion 
that they are not altogetbet ground- 
less.

EBITOSIAIr COMMENTS. 

Tin; (piuation whether capital pun- 
ishment is allowable or not on moral 
grounds, still exeroises. men's^minds in 
different countries. There are many 
who hold that society has -no right to 
take a man's life even for its own pro- 
tection. They say, besides, that if it 
were allowable it is not expedient, for 
capital punishment is not etl'ective as 
a deterrent. Murder, they contend, 
is more frei|uently committed where 
its ininisliment is death than it ia in 
the countries in which tho death pen- 
alty has been abolished. They assort 
that the worst use a man can be put 
to is to hang him. This important 
and very interesting question has been 
discussed in tho Legislature of Minne- 
sota. A bill was introduced at its last 
sossujn to abolish capital |)uniahmont. 
Its supporters nsod tho humanitarian 
argument for all it was worth, and 
they made a deep imprcasion, for tho 
measure was defeated by a very small 
majority. One of the most effective 
arguments in its fovor was that since 
the abolition of the death penalty in 
Michigan murders had become fewer. 
It would be interesting to know if this 
is really the case, for other countries 
that have abolislied capital intnish- 
inent have found it iiocoHHary to re- 
turn to it. Murders and crimes of 
violence were more froipiont and hu- 
man life became less sacred. It is 
just possible that the circumstances 
under which the experiment was tried 
wore unfavorable and the new law was 
not allowed a fair trial.
